“We're going to play some 
shitkicking music since everyone 
is in a shitkicking mood” 
proclaimed the guitarist to the 
thousands getting it on with the 
music. Then came Amchitka. A 
moment oi silence, a wail from 
an air raid siren and a flutter of 
doves over the now hushed 
crowd 

Producing a colage of 
contrasts, the assemblage of 
demonstrators gathered in San 
Francisco once again Saturday 
to march and take siege of the 
Polo Field and tell Nixon that 


they want “out of Southeast 
Asia now!” As shadows of 
battles past, torn and faded 


“April 24” stickers still hung 
from scattered poles along the 
route of the march. 

In a _ coalition of groups 
pledged to ending the war, the 
estimated 15 to 20,000 that 
marched and assembled at the 
Polo Field fell decidedly short of 
the 200,000 that converged for 
anti-war demonstrations in San 


Francisco last April. GI's, 
veterans, workers, women’s 
groups, gays, Chicanos, blacks 


and other contingencies joined 
in this season's demonstration 

“The first peace march was 
led by Jesus” proclaimed a 
placard hoisted by a contingency 
of “Jesus People” praised the 
Lord by hustling throwaway 
religious tracts along the route 


WAR! 
Shopping for 
a new issue

Nixon can look through his 
periscope at last Saturday's 
Anti-war marches and rallies and 
make some observations which 
might please him a great deal. A 
comparison of April 24 and Nov 
6 turnouts could lead him to 
conclude that many people have 
been taken in by the “fact” that 
the war is winding down and we 
are finally getting out of 
Vietnam. Another view might be 
that anti-war marches may not 
seem very effective to many of 
those who stayed away. “We 
marched seven miles in April and 
there are still 180,000 American 
soldiers in Vietnam. We said ‘out 
now’ and we meant it but Nixon 
didn’t listen,” — cried the 
impatient Americans 

Americans may also be bored 
with the war, as one speaker at 
the rally suggested, Let's find a 
new issue like we shop for a new 
hat. There were many “new” 
issues presented at the rally, but 
the continuing war was always 
visible on the hathand. Each 
contingent solicited a particular 
style of “new hat” with only a 
remote suggestion a pooling of 
ideas might yield a hat which all 
could wear comfortably 

Elvin Bishop touched the 
issue which seemed common to 
all, apparently without realizing 
what he was doing. He intimated 
that his group had considered if 
it would be improper to perform 
at a rally of such a serious 
nature. They came because they 
wanted to help in any way

A vendor pitching for his 
revolutionary socialist 
newspaper barked, “read how 


NPAC and SMC have betrayed 
the anti-war movement.” A 
monitor paused to keep him 
moving with the crowd and the 
vendor retorted “You are the 
type that would mow down the 
workers in the streets.” 

Snack bar trucks lined the 
route of the march. Their drivers 
wore “Out Now” buttons while 
selling hot dogs for 60 cents. A 
wagon labeled “Mother 
Trucker’s Fine Foods” stocked 
Bromo Seltzer served with cups 
inscribed “Have a nice day” 
Plastic peace flags were hawked 
for a dollar. Marchers bemoaned

the commercialism of _ the 
“rip-offs.” 

Numerous onlookers 
expressed their support of the 
marchers. One cited his approval 
but said that he has seen many 
marches pass by and concluded 
“I just don’t know. It never 
seems to accomplish anything.” 

Beginning as a small group at 
the Embarcadero Plaza, the 
march expanded as it 
approached the Polo Field. A 
young teenage gir! looked back 
at the crowd that stretched out 
down the hill for over a mile and 
a half and sighed “Look at that 
Wow, that’s groovy”’. 

As the demonstrators 
funnelled into the Polo Field for

possible and because it seemed 
appropriate to enjoy oneself and 
be serious at the same time 
Elvin said he would then stop 
philosophising and get back to 
the music. | failed to see where 
the music began and the 
philosophy stopped 

Speakers demanded that we 
get “out now, not tomorrow, 
not next week, next month, or 
next year.” There were calls for 
action in the streets until the 
war is ended. The types of 
action stressed included political 
activation the 25 million young 
people who didn’t vote in the 
*68 election. Delores Huerta of 
the United Farm Workers 
Organizing Committee urged 
door-to-door campaigns to 
spread the “real truth about 
America. If we don't do it, 
nobody's gonna do it,” she said 
in a way which reminded me 
much of Ralph Nader when he 
spoke here last spring. Miss 
Huerta saw the struggle as a 
quest for the power which could 
be used to end war and injustice 
By supporting only candidates 
dedicated to these ends, and 
ironically even putting up “our 
own candidates in some cases,” 
she thought there was hope 

Helen Little speaking on 
welfare rights made a simple 


which may seem 

outdated, but 
nonetheless, its meaning and 
fulfillment cannot become 
quaint or antiquated. She said, 
“Let there be peace and love 
among all of us.” 

Is there any other solution 
which can bring about lasting 
peace’? In the words of Senator 
Mark Hatfield from Oregon, 
‘Fundamentally, peace is 
achieved by creative love--love 
which senses in another needs 
and possibilities that are not

realized and seeks their 
fulfillment in order to create 
‘wholeness, soundness, and 
completeness 


“There is no true peace when 
the threat of instant annihilation 
hangs over the head of the 
majority of mankind. There is 
no peace when fear of 
destruction, rather than hope for 
reconciliation, is the only force 
restraining the use of our 
arsenals of nuclear devastation. | 
reject the simplistic notion that 
peace is the absence of conflict 
Rather, peace is fulfillment, 
harmony, satisfaction 
understanding, and well-being.” 

Hatfield's words were 
imprinted in a paper handed out 
by the “Jesus freaks” at the 
march. Even if you don't get 
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the rally, they were greeted by 
the blast from a rock band. An 
atmosphere of holiday embraced 
the crowd as they learned that 
Elvin Bishop, Country Joe, 
Clover and Gold would be 
performing between speakers 
“Now we can get it on” 
anticipated someone 

The speakers droned on, 
occasionally capturing the 
attention of the crowd. “risbees 
sailed, guitars were brought out 
and a card game appeared. 
Fifteen dollars passed hands. 

In the wake of the Amchitka 
A-blast, at 2 p.m. a moment of 
silence was observed on the Polo 
Field. The silence was broken by 
the wail from an air raid siren.

involved with Jesus on a 
personal! basis, his philosophy is 
not a bad model. 

I got bad vibes from some of 
the speakers at the rally who 
kept trying to put the blame for 
all the world wrongs on the 
people who are in “leadership” 
positions. If we've got nothing 
against the Vietnamese, and 
nothing against the Chinese, and 
nothing against the Russians, 
and nothing against ourselves, 
why do we need to make Nixon 
out to be our public enemy 
number one. Does the anti-war 
movement need an enemy to 
keep going? If it does, it and the 
Pentagon are running a 
symbiotic race, and neither one 
can end in first place. With a 


peace movement, the 
relationship is strikingly 
different People are not 


enemies, only conditions which 
teach people that their 
differences can only be resolved 
through war are the real enemies 
of mankind and peace 

Why did people take the time 
and effort to pace from the 
Embarcadero to the Polo Field’ 
Didn't they believe that Nixon 
was ending the war’? Did they 
have reason to believe that a 
march and rally would really 
help to end the war any sooner? 
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When the shrill had subsided, a 
flock of doves were released and 
hovered over the crowd 

Elvin Bishop appeared onstage 
providing an hour’s respite from 


the speakers. Leosening up and 
dancing, the crowd began to 
“get it on”. The smell of grass 
permeated the crowd as the 
joints were passed. A boy was 
doubled up in the crowd as a 
first-aider inquired what he had 
done up. 

The music stopped. The 
crowd got back to their thing. It 
would be awhile until fhe next 
rock group. The _ speeches 
continued. One boy walking 
away from the rally and the 
“same old speeches’ told his 
companions that he “wanted to 
hear Country Joe, but...” A 
speaker from the La Raza party 
exclaimed that he “was ready 
to go home after Elvin Bishop 
because this carnival atmosphere 
of shaking your asses and tits 
isn’t going to stop the war.” 

Allard Lowenstein, founder cf 
the dump-Johnson movement in 
‘68, warned the crowd that if 
they “are stupid enough to think 
we can end the war by being 
present on a pleasant afternoon 
with good music and speakers, 
then we deserve Nixon”. 

Country Joe and Gold were 
scheduled to perform after the 
last speaker. During one of the 
final speeches a girl from the 
crowd coaxed to “get this over 


so we can rock and roll.”’

There are many reasons why 
such a vast number of people 
with so many individual and 
collective gripes would go to an 
anti-war march and rally. It 
appeared that the war was 
becoming a secondary issue in a 
sense. Other issues which grew 
out of questioning the war 
continued to be important even 
though the American combat 
role in Vietnam was being 
phased out. 

Changing the war into a more 
sophisticated and efficient 
killing mechanism (using Asians 
to fight Asians) didn’t make the 
war any more palatable to some 
who marched. Destroying the 
countryside with bombs instead 
of using combat troops to secure 
the land didn’t seem to change 
the nature of the war either 
Ending the war in Vietnam 
didn’t seem to make any 
difference if it would mean that 
conditions at home would still 
be the same 

The labor contingent blamed 
inflation on the war. Chicanos 
told how the war had been used 
to exploit them. Vietnamese 
told how the war was using 
them, destroying their land, 
turning their children into dope 
pushers, and their young girls 
into prostitutes. Gays claimed 
that the discrimination against 
them would not be ended with 
the end of the war The 
problems of all the contingents 
seemed to stem from problems 
which the war was only an overt

One of the panelists, Carlo Prescott, a 


communicaster for radio station KGO 
former instructor at Stanford and 
ex-collender feels however, that things 
aren't changing rapidly enough 


In a highly precise voice, Prescott told 
a small audience that he could never have 
taken part in a panel like Monday’s five 
years ago. In fact, Prescott stated, ‘this 
panel would not have existed. He went on 
to explain that his appearance on a pane! 
of this type was part of the changing role 
of the correctional system. “Five years 
ago a member of the Department of 
Corrections declined to speak with me on 
the pretext that he could not serve on a 
panel with people like Eldridge Cleaver, 


Bobby Seale, and Carlo Prescott. | was 
pleased to be inciuded with such 
company.” 

The other members on the panel, 


Richard McGee, President of American 
Justice Institute, Vieginia Carlson, Supt 
of California's Institute for Women,

Commencing with 
their daily routine of awakening, washing 
their faces, making up their bed, they 
march down to eat one sausage, 3 pieces 
of toast and one pancake, “% inch thick 
and raw in the middle, and wait for 
Sundays when they can eat what he calls 
“a frozen dinner, made the night before 
and frozen for the next day.” “Then,” he 
added, “they go off to the menial jobs

The Romantic Era in Russia was partly famous for the Russian 
Five, a group of composers dedicated to promoting Russian music. 
They hardly approved of another composer, Peter Tcahikowsky, 
blaming him for not complying to their ideals. Oddiy enough, Pete's 
music has outlived the others’ and is now considered Russian. The 
original intent of The Five was not entirely lost, but its exclusion of 
another interpretation defeated their own purpose 

But that was the nineteenth century. The twentieth has concerned 
itself with similar problems, but in addition we are and have been 
confronted wiih the advent of electronic music, and antimusic or 
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antiart. Both are rather self-explanatory and highly controversial 

Electronic music and the instruments required to produce it have 
been an integral part of the avant-garde. Several people have been 
essential to the development of this media but again, John Cage 
stands out—namely because he has been the pioneer in so many 
ways 

One performance, entitled Jmaginary Landscape No.4, consisted 
of two pwople playing twelve radios. First performed in 1951, some 
of you might possibly have heard it though the womb.. .Ah, an 
intriguing idea—the song of a fetus: we attach a mike to a pregnant 
woman’s navel and amplify it to a paying audience. For development 
of the theme {common in classical music) the woman, still pregnant, 
returns to te concert hall every three weeks. Ah! And for variations 
on a ineme (also common to classical music), the woman returns 
when pregnant with another child. | wonder if a trio. 

As you might have detected, fascinating (or deranged?) things are 
yet to be done under the banner of Art. Of course, not all electronic 
music is done in this mode. The Beatles made effective use of 
electronic sounds in their “Sgt. Pepper” album, the Mi g 
synthesizer “Switched On Bach"’) is rather popularly known and 
accepted, and many television shows and commerciais employ this 
new medium. Excellent background music was provided by Moog or 
other types of synthesizers for a recent broadcast of “‘Night Gallery” 
which starred David McCallum and dealt with were-wolves. 

Many concepts, however, actually strive to destroy art, musi, 
drama, dance. The terms most commonly used are antiart, and 
Gntimusic. Examples: you walk into an art gallery and you see 
paintings and sculptures. Some make sense, some need further study, 
and some never will make sense (perhaps the intent of the artist) 
Then you see it! A pencil drawing that has been erased, or what was 
a granite sculpture that now lies as a heap of gravel. #’'33” by John 
Cage: a performer sits at a piano and turns the pages of the music at 
timed intervals. The performer never plays a note but does make 
gestures. Music? Drama? antimusic?! “My purpose is to remove 
purpose,” says John Cage 

A recent art exhibit in London stirred in controversy as a result of 

people (not unlike yourself) protesting the artist (and his disciples) 
of an unusual exhibit. The exnioit itself? Six tanks the size of 
swimming pools equipped to support the lives of about a dozen 
catfish and many more lobsters, oysters, and shrimp. Graham Cox, 
who built the exhibit, claimed, “it’s a very functional work of Art.” 
Though the artist was not there (Newton Harrison,) plenty of 
protesters as well as participants were. The “function” was to 
‘lectrocute said fish via 240 volts in full view of the public (who 
paid for it through taxes) and who would then eat them arter the 
artist cooked them in a favorite recipe. Can you argue with that? 

Though antimusic and antiart may seem questionable and 
negative, | personally support it tc a limited degree for this reason 
you must know negatives before really knowing a positive: good-evil 
peace-war. freedom-slavery; music. . .Antimusic adds better definity 
to great music and the mediocre. By having definition we are more 
capable of detecting those hacks supported by social grace (of any 
social] circle) alone and not by their “‘artistic”’ talent 

Negatives often shine light on stagnant practices and on pathways 
to fresh ideas. But watch your self; too much of the negative can 
become habit forming

and blatant expression of the 
real troubles of America, and 
mankind 

The rally and march seemed 
to be a symbolic assemblage for 
anyone and everyone who knew 
that what they believed in was 
not being heard in this country 
And it the rally, the people who 
were not being heard could tell 
each other that nobody was 
listening 

The Amchitka blast tilustrates 
that the deafness is growing, as 
cries for sanity were ignored on 
seemingly logical grounds. Our 
national interest was used as an 
excuse to rationalize an act 
which didn’t cause earthquakes 
or tidal waves except in the 
hearts and minds of peopie. The 
fact that a catastrophe didn’t 
happen was used as another 
justification for the blast. The 
mushroom cloud rhetoric was 
simply an attempt to confuse 
the issue. Wi.at grounds are there 
for a nation to explode a five 
megaton bomb on this planet?
